Catholicism or rather Romanism, 
which claims not to foster ignorance nor 
to b e opposed to an e nl ight en ed education 
had planted its schools In the heart of our 
Nation, amid the # 100,000,000 wnrth of 
the scientific acquisitions of the gover­ 
men!, and he thought it was time that 
Methodism should plant itself there also 
and, from the legacies a nd donations re 
eeived from the b enevolen t of every or 
thodox f a it h, he felt assured that others 
t hought so, too. In conclusion he strong 
ly presented the claims of the institution 
he represented, stating that the whole 
evangelical world today 
is 
looking to 
Methodism for the perpetuity of ortho­ 
doxy.
